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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): The brief filed on March 14, 2007, fails to contain a 
concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal, for example the recitation at 
Page 3, lines 3-5 "a generalized scalar function is used to allow other row data to be operated on by a column function" is not supported by 
the instant specification. Furthermore, the statements of 'The generalized scalar function fetches the first entry (1 1) and provides the entry 
to the column function" are not supported by the instant disclosure as specified. In addition, the logical flows in the steps of Fig. 4 clearly 
shows the following: "user enters row(s) as argument(s) in column function" (152, Fig. 4), "fetch a row" (154, Fig. 4) and "Provide first 
entry in row to a column function" (156, Fig. 4), "perform initialization" (158, Fig. 4), "perform evaluation" (160, Fig. 4) and "perform 
finalization" (166, Fig. 4), all these steps are definitely represent the operations of a conventional column function act on rows of a table 
for that column function, which contradicts with applicant's explanation associated with the claimed generalized function or the specified 
mappings for each of the claimed subject matters of the generalized function as shown under "Summary Of Claimed Subject Matter", thus, 
based on the discussion above, the instant brief fails to contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the 
independent claims involved in the appeal. 
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
